OUTSIDERS WITHOUT AN EXCEPTION. 

BooRer Red Takes the Chief Race of the Afternoon 
— Jeanne D’Arc and Spooner 
. i Run Unplaced.

form way results were hopelessly chaotic. Outsiders 
enjoyed a clean sweep of the turf honors. The pro-

Altamor. 15 to 1. Booger Rial. 7 to 1. and Kook- 
stnlie at S to 1. It was financially the most disas- 
trous afternoon's sport the local speculatively in- 
clined race-going public has experienced this season. 

The defeat and unplacing of Tim Sullivan’s Sala- 
cities, ‘a without mishaps or excuses of any kind in 
tlic second race was a staggering blow to the plung- 
ing contingent. In fact, every horse in every race 
was seemingly striving for all he was worth to gain 
one of the coveted position® at the finish. Figent. 
favorite in Hie closing race, may have been a single 
exception. Fnlike the other five favortes the betting 
on Jones' Hilly hod an unhealthy aspect. 

The Todd Handicap was the only feature and re- 
lieved the card front hopeless mediocrity. It was 
over the five-furlongs course and engaged some of 
the fastest sprinters in training, ineluding Jeanne 
d'Arc. Smiley Corbett, Pajaroita. Booger Red. 
Spooner. Trois Temp and five others. The winner 
turned up in the lightly weighted Booger Red after 
a hotly contest, si struggle through the stretch with 
the favorite. Smiley Corbett. Jeanne d'Arc failed 
dismally, as did Spooner under his light impost of 
ninety -five pounds. For the ettppy going and in com- 
parison with the other races, the time, 59? seconds, 
was pbenomeually fast. 

James Roden arrived from Santa Anita today 
with (Iowan, Botanist. John Rice, dene Wood and 
I'an-de-Oro. Steve Lawlor placed Gowau in Mr. 
Roden's care temporarily. She will l>e started iu 
the big New Year Handicap, unless rain inter- 
venes.

FRAUDULENT PRICES FROM LOS ANGELES. 

At Santa Anita Park Saturday. Decontbej 26. 
the horse lagvl Stanhope ran unplaced in the first 
lace with 5 to 1, 2 to 1 and even laid against i’itn 
as closing prices. The prii-es received by and pub 
lisllied in Daily Racing Form were -1 to 1. 4 to 5 
and 2 to 5. On the same day Alleviator ran 
unplaced iu the sixth race at closing prices of 
8 to 1. 7 to 5 and 4 to 5. The prices received by 
and published in Daily Racing Form were 3 to 1. 
4 to 5 and 2 to 5. In both cases the prices had 
iieen changed in the chart sheets while in trans- 
mission from the race track to the telegraph other 
at lyw* Angeles. 

Both of these horses we tv hacked abroad from the 
t rack for place and show, with the proviso of even 
money place, or better, or no bet. There is reason 
to think that the bulk of the money bet was placed 
in eastern cities, but s«>nie may have been wagered 
In-re and in closely adjacent cities. When the 
horses were beaten and the forged prices were pub- 
lished the cheaters were able to claim a draw under 
their co lull tiotm as to prices and save their money. 

Daily Racing Form docs not take the faintest 
interest in tlve operations of people who bet. but it 
is keenly interested in publishing everything apper- 
taining to racing from day to day with absolute 
accuracy, and takes the greatest care to do so. 
In this case it failed for the reason stated.

Los Angeles. Cal.. December 30. — The defeat ot 
Meelick bv Orbicular today in the fourth race, at 
six anil one-half furlongs, was a source or bitter 
disappointment to the public and also to owner 
S. C. Hildreth, wito sent it numlx-r of heavy emu 
missions into the ring on his colt. Shilling, who 
rode. Meelick. claims that he was over-confident anil 
grew a little careless in the final eighth when Mee- 
lick appeared to have his opponents well beaten. 
Orbicular's victory was not unexpected by a few 
dharpslsmters. among them being Tom Shaw, who 
won handsomely on the race. Orbicular was badly 
outpit rial to the stretch, but in the final eighth lie 
closed up ground fast and finished with a meteoric 
rush, overwhelming Meelick in the last few strides. 

C. B. Beiil retaliated on Eugene Mayne today 
when the latter's horse. Whiihlen. won the second 
race, bv running the gelding up from $500 to $000. 
hut Maine retained the gelding. The latter hid up 
Reid's horse. Ben Trovalo. yesterday. 

Today was draw-in day. only twenty-six books 
taking stands, a falling off of five from the last

STIRRED UP AT NEW ORLEANS. 

New Orleans. La.. December 30.— “When the pro- 
posed raiv meeting at the Suburban taco course in 
JeffersoiT Parish opens on January 1,1 I will posi- 
tively enforce the Locke law to the letter.” said 
District Attorney L. II. Marrero today in discussing 
Joseph A. Murphy's plans for a meeting across the 
river. 

"Of course, if the racing can be conducted so as 
not tu violate the law there will Ik? no lnterforenct 
on the part «>f any of the authorities, but I will 
make it a point to see that the law is rigidly en- 
forced.” 

President A. Rmiprii-it of the Suburban Racing 
Association today confirmed tin- story that Judge 
Murphy would inaugurate a racing meeting at the 
Suburban truck in Jefferson Parish on January Hi 
lie said that while Murphy would In- presiding judge, 
he (Uottprieh) would have full charge of the 
management. He said that while Rome Uespess 
would in- interested, he would have no active direc- 
tion iu the management. 

Rnuprich feels confident that they can operate 
within tlie confines of the I xteke law. asserting 
that the best of racing would be furnished, and that 
the association would not tolerate bookmaking of 
any kind, and that the Locke law would l>e strictly 
enforced. He said that they did not expect to make 
a world of money out of the meeting, but lie thought 
if It was conducted on the right basis they could 
make some money out of if.

Mr. Huggins, who is no longer a young 
man and is a wealthy horseman himself, declined 
tin- offer and the colts were turned over to Black- 
well. at Newmarket.

The American 
horses racing there are performing in excellent style 
and capturing the majority of tin- purses.
